I say this, not because I am going to work toward thnt end myself, 
but because it is logical and inevitable.

Nearly every other thing of 
which we may be justly proud is duplicated in some manner in'other* 
countries. 
There is only a very restricted area on the North Amer­ 
ican continent that competes with us in the loveliness which comes 
through the semi-tropical climate, find although we who wield the 
typewriter and the shears are tired often of the repetitions about the 
•glorious clitt'.nte—we who write d;iy after day find it hard to stay up 
to the strained pitch of continuous playing upon one string—yet is 
this theme of flowers and fruits and soft sunshine in midwinter the 
exact thing that will be listened to by easterners, and all other sub­ 
jects are In the main disinteresting. 


A man Whom I admire very much is John McGroarty, author of the 
Mission Play, and he said to me one day that California newspapers 
should not be made so much for home consumption as to meet the 
ejye and the interest of the people beyond the mountains hi the cold 
but frigid East. 
Tell them of the mountains, he said; tell them of the 
afternoons in February when you lie in a hammock beneath the green 
and graceful popper trees and look over rolling lomas pied with pop­ 
pies; tell them of the purple bouganvillias that glorify the humblest 
cottages in midwinter, and tell them of the gloria in excelsis of the 
great California out-of-doors at Easter, when there is no need of 
piling hothouse flowers on the altars of the fanes of God, for all the 
wide world is a te deum to the Resurrection. 


Forget the million dollar cement plant when you write a 
1 Califor­ 
nia prospectus. Pittsburg has manufacturing plants costing hundreds 
of millions. 
Forget the high buildings of the California cities, for 
New York can pile three of ours atop of each other and look down 
upon the pile from one of her own skyscrapers. 
Don't talk t" them 
of material things, but give them a prose-poem on the lacy mists that 
float about the head of Old Baldy, and tell them of the heat-waves 
that dance in the January sunshine above a grove of ripening oranges. 
And tell them of the flowers, the flaming (lowers, the miles and miles 
of boitlevards through a country that the midwinter mouths are 
glorifying with a riot of blossoms. 
; 


Flowers ,are a tangible asset. 
It is not pure sentiment to talk 
about California midwinter flowers, -but u..sentiment 
linked 
with 
business, just as McCorraick of the Southern Pacific, once said. 
1 once 
sold an orange grove to a man who didn't know an orange tree from 
a lemon tree, and he bought the grove because a previous owner bad 
the aesthetic taste to run a border of petunins around the ten acres. 
D.o you know what it means to a man to come from feeding the maw 
of his furnace "with coal to stand in California January sunshine and 
see a half-mile of petunias around a piece of property that h e has the 
money to buy? 
• 


THE 
COUNTY GROWING RICHER 
Los Angeles county is an immensely rich county; it is growing 
richer every day. 
Every transplanted easterner who improves a piece 
of hill property and sets a residence-upon it is increasing the property 
valuation of this county, and J am astounded at the rapidity with 
which this is coming about, even though it goes on right .under my eye 
each day. 
The great back-country of Los ^ngelcs city is building up 
in splendid residences,'more beautiful, more expensive than the pal- 
ices of the luxury-loving Romans. This is wonderfully increasing the 
revenue of the county, and the time is coming, within a few years 
now, when the hard-headed supervisors of our county will turn ser­ 
iously to the question of just what asset is uppermost in building up 
this Southland, and they must agree that it is flowers in January, 
green sward and ripening semi-tropical fruit. 
We know now that 
oefore long every important thoroughfare in the county will be a 
boulevard. 
This is the trend of things. 
What we must realize also 
is that these boulevards must be made beautiful, not simply because 
wo love flowers and enjoy green vistas, but because our brother in the 
ess-favored land must be secured to do our advertising for ns, and it 
is through miles and miles of ros-'-embordered boulevards, through 
hours of riding through nodding and perfuming petunias and poppies 
that we will get this advertising, and will get the tangible return for 
which we are seeking. 


Therefore it is no great credit to me that 1 prophesy that our high­ 
ways will shortly be under a practical system of lioricultuiv; that the 
:ounty will own an irrigating system, or that the "county will have an 
adequate, water supply for every foot of the boulevards, and that 
there will be a separate system and commission taking care of this 
very important part of our county work. 


Many millions of dollars are spent each year by cities, counties 
and individual concerns in Southern California, in an endeavor 1o get 
people to come here and experience what a California winter is like. 
The best brains in tlje printing trade are at work devising costly pros­ 
pectuses, booklets, magazines. 
Men who would, if left alone, become 
short-story writers and worse than that, mediocre poets, an; writing 
advertisements for a living and living extremely well, 
Talented 
newspaper writers who would ordinarily grub along on small salaries 
until thrown in the discard by younger men, are devoting a life to 
the text of attractive booklets for private concerns.
